Does Mr. Tuageon- for one mo- 
ment believe that Mr. Justice 
Landry intentionally made the 
error to which he referred as 
creating doubts in his own mind 
of his friend’s integrity? 

THE MOST EMINENT OF ACADIANS. 


The statement of ths Toronto 
Globe that ‘‘this gentleman who 
masquerades as a Judge is found 
at every election coquetting with 
the political parties for a nomi- 
nation’”’ is very wide of the truth. 
At one election several years ago 
there was talk among the Acadian 
people of endeavoring to secure 
the most eminent man of their 
race in the Maritime Provinces to 
go back to Parliament. And this 
was based upon the idea that with 
a French-Canadian leader in 
parliament an Acadian could be 
a most effective representative. 
How that talk originated, how 
much there was of it; what nego- 
tiations, if any, there were with 
Judge Landry we do not know. 
Nothing came of it. In allhuman 
probability if Judge Landry had 
seriously thought of the matter 
he could easily have secured a 
nomination, and entered parlia- 
ment as a supporter of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, It is true he was, when 
he was in parliament in former 
days, a Conservative, but it is 
nothing surprising to see men 
change their political sides, and 
Sir Wilfred would hardly disap- 
roved of it ifitgave him an 
adherent. However as we have 
said, nothing came of it. We do 
not even know that Judge Landry 
was personally coneulted in the 
matter. Atany rate it is of no 
importance at this 
The Toronto Globe’s article seeks 
to convey the idea that- Judge 
Landry is an_ indescribably 
wicked person, and to do that 
it naturaily goes heavy into mis- 
representation. Its article over 
reaches itself. Judge Landry sat 
for years in the house of Assembly 
in this province, and became a 
member of the provincial govern- 
ment. He discharged important 
public service honorably, and 
acted with great discretion in én 
important crisis. He went to the 
House of Commons and _ there 
had amost excellent reputation; 
and his conduct upon the bench 
reflects credit upon himself and 
his race. 


JUDGEE ON COMMISSIONS.

Unfair - Discrimination. 


(Mail and Empire.) : 


The Parliamentary discussion 
on the state of the woollen indus- 
try elicited the information that 
as a result of the attacks of 
Finance Mirister Fielding in 
2ffect, 61 mills have been closed 
ind 3,500 operatives have been 
hrown out of employment. This 
nakes the situation wcrse than it 
was four yearsago. According to 

|& statement laid before Parlia- 
ment by the Finance Minister last 
year the.number of mills had been 
reduced between 1900 and 1905 
from 157 to 103, while the number 
of employees had dropped from 
6,750 to 4,587. This was a loss of 
44 mills and of 2,200 operatives. 
The larger figures now given 
suggest that the work of destruc- 
tion is going merilly on, and that 
soon there will be no such thing 
as a woollen mill in the country. 

We can all uncerstand how it 
happens that labor is thus driven 
from.the factory and capital is 
destroyed. The Government is a 
free trade Government, and it is 
applying its policy in spots. 
There is good reason, however, 


.|to complain of the discriminatory 


manner in which the axe is 
applied. If we look down towards 
the province from which Finance 
Minister Fielding comes, we can- 
not fail to see that that politician, 
not content with giving tariff pro- 
tection to certain industries there, 
actually adds a cash bonus to 
these industries in order to help 
them along. The bonus may be 
good policy. We are not discuss- 
ing its merits at this moment. 
What we are pointing out is that 
Mr. Fielding, while destroying 
one industry, gives public money 
to another to ensure its continued 
existence. This is an injustice. 
It may be that it is susceptible of 
explanation. But so far no ex- 
planation has been given with 
referonce to it. If, again, we look 
at the details of the tariff we are 
confronted with the curious fact 
that Finance Minister Fielding 
| treats some industries much more 
|favorably than others. An illus- 
tration is afforded by the leather 
induetry. A former colleague of 
Mr. Fielding is one of the tannery 
kings of this country, and makes 
leather in large quantities. . One 
would have thought that if the 
Finance Minister is so distinctly 
opposed to protection s to find it 
necessary to reduce the tariff on 
woollens, closing up some 61 
mills, and throwing 3,500 oper- 
atives out of work, he would re- 
frain from giving his political 
colleague, Mr. Hyman, more pros 
tection than he had hitherto been 
enjoying. But the unexpected 
has happened. At the last tariff 
revision Mr. Fielding’s regard for 
Mr. Hyman took practical shape, 
and the tariff on sole leather was 
raised from 15 to 17 1-2 per cent. 
It was quite a lift for Mr. Hyman. 
There are, under the present 
regime, money bonuses for some 
people, higher “tariff for others, 
and destruction for certain select- 
ed industries, the woollen indus- 
try among the number. This is 
inexcusable discrimination. It is 
difficult to account for the differ- 
ence in treatment. Why Charley 
Hyman should get better protec- 
tion for his leather business, 
while the woollen manufacturer 
gets less, we are not prepared to 
say. But the situation looks bad, 
and it is about time for the people 
to take an interest in it with a 
view to the giving of proper care 
to all legitimate industries, and 
to the elimination of the elements 
of favoritism from the tariff. 


The Raising of the Humble 
Hog. 


sion of farmers will be sent by 


instance of the Minister of Agri- 
culture, to Ireland and Denmark. 
for the purpose of ascertaining 
how it is that the Irish people and 
the Danes are able to produce 
pork and pork products—ham 
and bacon, that are in better de- 
mand for the Englishman’s table 
than are produced in Canada. 
They may possibly find that the 
secret lies in the feed, and that 
the Canadian hog is fed not wisely 
but too well. The English people 
like their hams and bacon lean, 
and the fault that one hears attri- 
buted to the Canadian product is 
that it is a little too fat. In West- 
ern Ontario they have made a 
special study of the question and 
seem to be getting on the right 
track, but in this province hog- 
raising is as yet a long way from 
being conducted on _ scientific 
principles, and it is quite Itkely 
the commission will bring back 
information that will be a useful 
guide to producers. 

The other day, when the hog 
industry was under discussion in 
the House of Commons, the sug- 
| gestion was made that in order to 
igive the Canadian produver a 
{monopoly in the Canadian mar- 
i ket, the duty on pork should be 
| raised to the United States level, 
but it is surely the wiser policy to 
teach the producer how to grow 
the best pork, than te compel the 
consumer to pay a higher price 
for the only moderately good. 
The growth of the Canadian 
bacon industry has really been 


very encouraging in recent years. 
From an insignificant output ten 
years ago, the export has risen 
step by step until the product of 
the stye has reached the annual 
total of twelve million dollars. 
All of which would be outside the 
scope: of tariff protection. The 
farmer has_been educated and his 
education ia not going: to stop 
where it is. So far as hog-raising 
is concerned, what he wants to 
know is how he can increase the 
supply, improve the quality and 
cheapen the cost of product. The 
crude notion of raising the tariff 
has the charm of simplicity, but 
it is not the polivy for a progress- 
ive country. It would mean that 
the working many would have to 
pay more for their pork and 
bacon in order to benefit the few 
who should be encouraged to de- 
pend on their own efforts for 
their success,

But at any rate, the homeless settler 
sold his whole wagon load of fern 
roots fora dollar apiece, and turned 
around and bought a tent and a tin 
stove for $5, from the grandson of an 
English earl who refused to live any 
longer in a.country where he couldn't 
buy ‘‘Honey-Dew” tobacco, and the 
shooting was getting worse every sca- 
The fern seller then drove home 
with a pocketful of money and a de- 
termination to start life over again.

OLDEST PREACHER DIES. 


Rev. Alex. Mans, of London Colored 
Baptists, Was 118 Years Old. 


The oldest Canadian preacher pass- 

ed quietly away at the Aged People’s 
Home in London, Ont., recently, in 
the person of Rev. Alexander Mans, 
who had just attained the 118th year 
of his age, and who was for many 
years minister of the Horton Street 
Baptist Church. 
The long years of Rev. Mr. Mans’ 
life have been eventful ones indeed. 
He has seen the change of a great 
country once his own. He watched 
the uniting of the Confederate States 
of America with those of the North, 
and the freeing of the race to which 
he belonged. 5 

Born in the southern states, of slave 
parents, Rev. Mr. Muns grew up in 
slavery. After attaining the age of 
manhood, Rev. Mr. Mans’ masters 
had to sell their plantation, and he 
with the other slaves was auctioned 
off to the highest bidder. His new 
home turned out to be an unhappy 
one, and from that time Mr. Mans 
began to think about escaping — to 
Canada, the land of promise for the 
slaves. At this time the underground 
railway was the means adopted -to 
help these unfortunate beings, and 
one night he stole from his cabin 
and, with the help of those freedom- 
loving and freedom-abetting citizens, 
reached Canada. This was some sixty 
years ago, and ever since this time 
Rev. Mr. Mans has resided in and 
about London. 


Long Sealing Trips. 

‘ To hunt for new sealing grounds in 
“all the seven seas” is the mission 
on which A. J. Bechtel of Victoria, 
B. C., has just dispatched his schoon- 
er, the Beatrice L. Corkum, from 
Halifax. The cruise will last for the 
next two years. 

Mr. Bechtel arrived on the coast re- 
cently from the east, where he fitted 
out and prepared the vessel for her 
long cruise. He has hitherto, in com- 
mon with all the other sealing mas- 
ters, confined his attention to the 
seals in the north Pacific Ocean and 
in Behring Sea, and his new move 
is a fresh indication that the days of 
the seal herds in that part.of the 
world are numbered and new grounds 
must be found for the hunters if the 
very expensive equipment of the sev- 
eral companies is to be kept em- 
ployed. 

A similar trip to that outlined for 
the Corkum will be made by the Ag- 
nes G. Donahue, owned by Capt. Bal- 
cum, of Victoria. Mr. Bechtel says 
that the schooner will practically 
cruise around the world in search of 
new sealing grounds. 


Pushing Northward. 

The shack of the settler is appear- 
ing farther and farther north in On- 
tario, and the last townsite to be sur- 
veyed into lots is where the National 
Transcontinental Railway crosses the 
Abitibi river. It is seven miles east of 
Cochrane, the junction point of the 
T. & N. O. Railway and the Trans- 
continental. Mr. W. H. Whitson of 
the Ontario Survey Department has re- 
turned from planning out the town- 
site, and he believes that the settle- 
ment there, which will probably be 
called Abitibi, has great possibilities. 
For a hundred miles up the Abitibi 
and for some distance along the Black 
river there are valuable areas of pulp 
and timber, and in the immediate 
vicinity of the townsite there is good 
farming land. The Transcontinental 
bridge at the point is 840 feet long 
and 94 feet above the water. They ex- 
pect to have trains running from 
Abitibi to Frederick House by Christ- 
mas. 


Jeered the Bishop. 

As he was leaving the synod meet- 
ing at Christ Church Cathedral the 
other day, Bishop Dumoulin was sur- 
rounded by a crowd of street urchins, 
who jeered his knickers and gaiters. 
The bishop referred to the incident at 
a reception held that evening at the 
close of the synod, and laughingly 
remarked that he would have boxed 
their ears had he not been a bishop. 
He mentioned the subject in connec- 
tion with a report he made on his 
visit to the Pan-Anglican conference, 
end remarked that the ‘children. of 
England did not seem to be as irre 
verant. as the children of Canada.

TABLE DECORATIONS. 


Greenery Always Permissible For the 
Dinner Centerpiece. 

Every woman Is privately convinced 
of her own superior judgment where 
dower arranging Is concerned, and the 
gir) visitor, to whom fer hostess in 
days gone by always inade a nolnt of 
etiquette of relegating this duty, usual- 
ly had no light task to perform under 
the captious eye of such a stern critic, 

It the drawing room vases give 
sufficient trouble, the dinner table, 
however, is responsible for a greater 
amount of skill, and the hostess of the 
day who has to grapple with the scar- 
tity and conseguent cost of winter flow- 
ers has her work cut out for her In the 
matter of evolving tasteful decorations. 
An abundance of greenery Is always 
permissible for winter tables. One of 
the prettiest ornamentations jn this re- 
spect is that of a silver rose bowl in 
the center filled with ivy, powdered 
with artificial hoarfrost, und from the 
sides of which wide strands of silver 
ribbon extend on all sides for half a 
yard or more, depending on the size 
and shape of the table, where each ter- 
minates in a huge bow, catching a 
bunch of blossoms or pepper tree ber- 


ries. : 


Baskets have hardly ever been more 
popular, and one of the dalintiest 
6chemes js that in which small flat bas- 
kets of plaited hemp, such as are sold 
in large sizes at seaside resorts for 
beach use, are painted witb silver or 
gold and filled with flowers. These 
are used to decorate the corners of the 
table, a large round basket occupying 
the center. With silver ribbon violets, 
lies and other dainty blossoms look 
well, while forced spring lities, feath- 
ery splraca, red anemones and mimosa 
have an excellent effect combined with 
gold, softened with plenty of foliage. 

A particularly light appearance can 
be given to a table if strings of aspara- 
gus fern mounted on wire are used in 
the form of festoons across the table, 
a wide basket suspended from the cen- 
ter chandeller forming the starting 
point of each rope, which is carried to 
corner candlesticks or to tall Madeira 
baskets with long handles filled, Iike 
the center one, with foliage and flow- 
ers. Each strand could be bung with 
two or three toy baskets filled with 
flowers.

Calgary for the Alberta provincial 
Exhibition, July 5th to 10th. 
This band is composed of 45-of 
the. best lady musicians in the 
world, has up to the- present 
played only in such cities as Paris 
St. Petersburgh, New. York, 
Chicago, and other large centres 
in Europe and the United States. 
It has thus- occasioned consider- 
able surprise that‘a musical or- 
ganization of such merit, should 
have. been prevailed upon to 
travel such a distance, especially 
when it is impossible to fill all the 
engagements offered in the East; 
but it is understood that when the 
trip out to Alberta was suggested 
to Miss Augusta Dial, the leader 
of the Band, she determined that 
she would see the West this sum- 
mer, much to the disappointment 
of Easteners who had counted on 
hearing the Navassar Band at 
Asbury Park, New Jersey, and 
other big pleasure resorts during 
their midsummer vacations. The 
people who have listened to the 
band at the Pavillion on the 
s*Board Walk’? at Asbury Park 
usually paid $3.50 for a reserved 
seat. In Calgary it will cost but 
50c. to hear these musicians, 25c. 
admission to grounds, and 25c. 
for aseat on the grand stand. 
“Gussie” Diall is popularly 
known as a thorough musician, 
having passed with high honors 
several examinations for the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Music. Miss 
Dial] is very particular in choos- 
ing the members of the Navassar 
Band, and as a result of her 
painstaking efforts, she now has 
the pleasure of leading forty-five 
ladies who play better than most 
masculine made up bands. This 
group of artists use the same 
kinds of instruments as do male 
military bands. The band in- 
cludes eight celebrated soloists 
of usual musical ability. In ad- 
dition to the regular selections, 
several novelties are provided. 
The ‘Anvil Chorus” from 11 
Trovatore by Verdi is included 
among these. It is very specta- 
cular. Six or cightof the Na- 
vassar girls are dressed as black- 
smiths standing by as many 
anvils which are connected with 
electricity. When these are 
struck, showers of sparks are 
thrown about, the effect being 
very pretty. It reminds many 
spectators of one of memory’s 
pictures, showing a group of 
merry villagers at the close of 
day, standing in a smithy’s door, 
watching the sparks fly as his 
‘brawny arms bring the hammer 
down upon the anvil, causing a 
pleasant ringing sound, the real 
music of which, however, is not 
brought home to them until the 
echu is carried up from the Valley 
of Yesterday on the air 
which is filled with the music of 
the Navassar Ladies’ Band. 

Another of the Band’s out- 
standing novelties is the selection 
called the ‘‘Locomotive Géirl.’’ 
The scenery represents’ the 
locomotives und the girls the 
engineers. The bells are rung in 
pleasant rhythm, and the audi- 
ences never fail to be delighted 
with this selection, but the best is 
none to good for the west, that is 
why the Navassar Ladies’ Band 
is coming.

A Catholic May Yet Be Pre- 
mier of Great Britain. 


——O—— 


For the First Time, Majority is 
Found in Commons in Vote For 
Removal of Present Disa- 
bilities. 


London, May 14.—A compre- 
hensive bill for the removal of 
Roman Catholic disabilities and 
providing for an alteration in the 
accession oath taken by the 
British sovereign was introduced 
by Wm. Redmond in the house of 
commons to-day. : 

The same opposition that 
hitherto has defeated any similiar 
effort, however, again showed up 
to-day in the form of a petition 
signed by 300,000 persons against 
the removal of Roman Catholic 
disabilities. 

Premier Asquith spcke early in 
the debate and gave his cordial 
support to the objects of the bill. 
He declared that the exclusion of 
Roman Catholics from the lord 
chancellorship of Great Britain 
and the lord lieutenancy of Ire- 
land was unjustifiable on the 
grounds of either logic or policy. 

Regarding the oath of accession 
the premier said that this de- 
claration was dated during the 
worst period of British history 
and the time had come to put an 
end to it, 

Lord E. Talbot pointed out how 
many Catholics there are in. the 
colonies, and said it would be 
wise statesmanship’ to make a 
change in the declaration. 

A motion for the rejection of 
the bill was defcated by 182 to 123 
and the bill was then referred to 
committee of the whole house by 
124 to 121. 

The fact that a majority of the 
house of commons voted in favor 
of the measure, however, is re- 
garded as a great victory for the 
Catholics. Although similiar 
bills have been debated on many 
previous occasions, this is the 
first time that one hae passed its 
second reading. 


Death of Geo. Meredith. 


Noted Novelist Dies at His Home 
in London this Morning.

London,May 17.—George Mere- 
dith died at 3.35 this morning. 
The news of the great novelist’s 
illness caused deep and wide- 
spread regret and it had been 
generally feared that his great 
age—he was past 81—made the 
chances of his recovery slight. 
The immediate cause of death 
was heart failure, following grave 
symptoms that developeu early 
in the evening. 

Mr. Meredith’s illness began 
on May 14 and he steadily de- 
clined since that time.
